The 35mm film 
Wonderland was classified as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication 
is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years", with the descriptive 
note "Contains graphic violence, drug use and offensive language". This decision was 
registered on 16 February 2004. 

The DVD has additional components, in the form of a menu, several notices, four 
deleted scenes not placed within the original feature, cast interviews, actual police 
video footage of a murder crime scene, and a promotional documentary for the feature. 
The additional components do not provide grounds to alter the classification given to 
the original publication. 
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
